over an actual emergency, until the 
next election affords an opportunity 
for a new deal. 


Today the liberal wing of the Re- 


publican party is in very much the 
same position as the Democrats prior 
to 1932. 


But deep in the background the old 


Republican machine is waiting, if not 
for 1936, then 1938, or even 1940. No 
true coalition, no permanent truce, is 
possible between America's two party 
lines.

The additional half-mil! levy, which 


would raise the tax rate for state pur- 
poses from 8.7 mills to 9.2 mills, was 
certified out under Act No. 10 of 1931, 
which levied it as a guarantee of pay- 
ment of debt service for state Agri- 
cultural Credit Board bonds.

to Expedite American 


Foreign Trade 


WASHINGTON — (/P)~ Efforts of 


four government agencies to promote 
a reopening of foreign markets were 
advanced another step Monday by a 
White House conference. 


The president called representatives 


of the Department of 
Agriculture, 


headed by Secretary Wallace; the 
Treasury Department; George N. Peek, 
his special advisor on foreign trade, 
and Jesse H. Jones, chairman of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, 
to the White House for the discussion. 


The immediate 
transaction under 


consideration was an attempt to sell 
approximately 500,000 bales of Amer* 
ican cotton to German cotton omport- 
ers who need the commodity but have 
been unable to buy because of the ad- 
verse exchange ratio. The govern-, 
ment seeks to bring together Ameri- 
can sellers and foreign buyers and 
use available government agencies to 
effect the deal. 


Through the procurement of foreign 


jxchange, the government hopes to 
nakc this and similar sales possible, it 
was added, and in turn to sell the ex- 
change at a discount to American im- 
porters. This would enable foreign 
nations to pay for what they buy in 
goods saleable in the United States.

Proponents say these new wages 
would provide purchasing power to 
absorb the increased production.

Their hopes are based on the theory 


that the nation is ready for a full in- 
dustrial recovery, that if the govern- 
ment will absorb the risk of speeding 
up production, which many individual 
busineses are not, there will be ample 
demand for these extra goods. 


Many proposals have been made for 


working out the scheme. One seri- 
ously considered would have the gov- 
ernment figure out the normal de- 
mnnd 
for staple 
commodities and 


guarantee to purchase an yproduction 
within that amount for which there 
was no market. 


Proponents of the idea contend that 


if tho plan were administered proper- 
ly there would be no substantial sur- 
pluses for the government to buy. 
But even if there were, they contend, 
it would be cheaper in the end to take 
care of the unemployed in this way 
than through direct relief. 


In short, they cite emergency ex- 


penditures of $1,277,000,000 already this 
year, and say it would be cheaper for 
the government to subsidize private 
industry, if necessary, to absorb the 
unemployed than to continue feeding 
the jobless direct. 


A hint that higher officials are giv- 


ing such proposals serious study was 
contained in a recent speech by Don- 
ald R. Richberg, the recovery co-or- 
dinator, who said: 


"We face the issue which is clearly 


emerging: Will private enterprise un- 


j dertake now the risk of re-employing 


at It-ast 4,000.000 or 5.000,000 willing 
workers, or must the federal govern- 
ment undertake to bring this about,

BERKELEY. Calif.—When is a man <lcacl? 
I recently asked the governors of thron far-western stales for permis- 


sion to attempt rosus-citation of convicts legally executed by lethal Mas. 


There arc four essential requirements in the methods I would employ: 
First, removal or-neutralizing of the agent originally causing death. 
Second, artificial respiratio/1. 
Third, starting the heart. 
Fourth, nursing the patient back to health. 


Saves Drowning Victims. 


Frof. George Hughling, twirnming instructor at the University of Cali- 


fornia, has devised a method 'A resuscitation from drowning which promises 
to .save many lives. He has demonstrated that it is possible to give artificial 
respiration while wading through the surf and carrying the body over his 
shoulder. 


HuRhlinp can even give artificial respiration .while-swimming and tow- 


ing the body, if the water is not too .rough. In an actual case in France, he 
'had to carry an apparently drowned man a considerable distance through 
the surf to got him ashore. 


By using the accepted carry, the victim's heart well • might have stop- 


ped during the carry, so that Hughling might have applied artificial respira- 
tion ashore many hours without avail. But the innn soon started to gasp 
and then lo talk before Hughling even had him ashore. 


Professor Hughling's method ignores the difficult third and fourth re- 


quirements, but secures maximum saving of time in the first and second. 
These two are ordinarily adequate, if continued long enough, and if start- 
ed before the heart has slopped. 


Shock May Affect Mind 


For the third requirement, starling the stopped heart, there is no satis- 


factory method in general use. and present methods for the fourth leave 
much to be desired. 


Tills may involve treating a condition similar to the dreaded and deadly 


".surgical shock." If the patient remains long in severe "shock," he is like- 
ly to be partly insane after he recovers, if he is fortunate enough to do so. 


In case of the convict executed by inhaling hydrocyanic acid fumes, the 


first requirement would be partly met by John Finn, Jr. (a gas mask en- 
gineer), who would be ready, wearing a gas mask. He would enter the 
death chamber as soon as permitted after the prisoner was pronounced 
dead by physicians. 


Ho would quickly remove the prisoner, and we would lay him on our 


lector board and immediately inject mcthylone blue into his veins. This 
was shown to be an antidote for cyanide poisoning in rats, by Dr .Matilda 
Brooks of the University of California, and confirmed on men by Dr. J. C. 
Gcipcr of San Francisco. 


Melhyle-ne blue neutralizes cyanide, but will not restart either the 


heart or breathing, according to Mrs. Brooks. 


Therefore, immediately on laying the-dead prisoner on the board, arti- 


ficial respiration would be started by hand. In a few seconds the man 
would be tied to the board, and teetering starts immediately, following the 
methylene blue injection. 


H. J. Hem-.iques" and I have showed that .teetering not only produces 


artifical respiration, but also considerable artificial .circulation of the blood. 


The arterial blooci would quickly become saturated with the life-giving 


oxygen. Also. by. means of a mask held over the face, or perhaps' prefer- 
ably with a rubber tube put in the patient's windpipe through the nio{ith', 
the patient's lungs would be supplied with nearly pure oxygen, containing 
about 5 per cent carbon dioxide. 
'

Prof. Yandell Henderson of Yale University found this mixture remark- 


ably effective in starting breathing in new-born infants, or in other victims 
of asphyxia. Such gas mixture'is now used by most fire department .in- 
halator squads. 


•The teetering and giving of oxygen would continue several minutes, with 


the board six to eight seconds in each end-position. 


Although the blood is circulated, we find this method alone will .not 


start the heart of a dead sheep or dead dog. 


However, with a stehpicope, or. better, the very sensitive "electrocard- 


• iograph.'.' we would watch for the sligtst sign of heart action. 


Renewing the Heart Beat 


Ringer, Sollman. and others showed 50 years ago that the isolated heart, 


removed entirely from ,the dead body, may be started beating many hours 
after enth. Thus Langendorf stnrte'd the removed Heart of a child.,dead 
from pneumonia, 22 hours after the child's death. 


It appeared that starting of such heartbeats required not only injection 


or saturation of the arteries of the heart with a proper flu\d, but also pro-v;i 
duction in the heart's arteries of actual pressure at least equivalent to a 
column of water 15 to 20 inches high.

It .is borne out in clinics that when the .arterial pressure of a patient 


falls below this point, the ' eart stops in death. .SolUnan was even able to 
produce several beats in a heart , by '.injecting- its (coronary) arteries .with 
mercury (i. e., quicksilver, the liquid metal) if the proper pressure were used. 


Now where the dead prisoner-is being teetered, the nearness pf his hqart 


to one end of the body, and the large legs as qpmpar.e.d with the small .arms, 
might well allow sufficient pressure to be ideVeloped in the head-do\\jn 


.position to enable.the heart to start.without external injection

of Black Powder 


Burned Terribly in Quarry 


Accident—No Detona- 


tion Heard 


AVALON, Catnlina Island, Calif.— 


(,pi_Six men were burned fatally and 
two others injured critically by sear- 
ing flames when 7,500 pounds of blast- 
ing powder became ignited at a rock 
quarry on the southern end of the 
island Monday. 


The explosion came while the men, 


employes at the quarry of the Rohl- 
Connolly Company, were transferring 
black powder from 25-pound tin con- 
tainers to canvas sacks. 
The sacks 


were to be placed in a tunnel for 
blasting down rock. 


One of the laborers said there was 


a sudden puff and in an instant the 
containers burst into flames. No de- 
tonatiori was heard. The place was an 
inferno of flames which quickly sub- 
sided, leaving the victims withering 
where they had fallen. 


NRA Procedure in 


Oklahoma 


OKLOHOMA CITY, Okln. — (/P)— 


Price-fixing provisions of the NRA re- 
tain automobile dealers' code were 
held unconstitutional Monday by Fed- 
eral Judge Edgar S. Vaught. 


Holding that the government doeh 


not have jurisdiction over the private 
transactions of Individuals within a 
state, Judge Vaught dismissed indict- 
ments against J. A. Klnnebrcw, Okla- 
homa City, and O. G. Lcdbelter, Nor- 
man, automobile dealers, who were 
charged with bxiying and selling auto- 
mobiles at prices lower than those 
specified by tho code. 


"The purpose of the act was to regu- 


late industry in so far as it affected 
interstate commerce," Judge Vnught 
ruled, "but it can hardly be contend- 
ed, with any degree of reason, that 
the sale or purchase of a second-hand 
automobile in Oklahoma City between 
two persons, both of whom live in the 
same locality and within the same 
state, constitutes interstate commerce 
or affects or burdens interstate com- 
merce. 


"If it be true of a second-hand au- 


tomobile, it would be true of a worn- 
out suit of clothes, a pair of shoes, or 
a discarded shirt, yet if a private cit- 
/.cn cannot dispose of such articles 
n which he actually has a property 
right without complying with some 
provisions of a code assumed to have 
;>cen made by virtue of an act of 
congress, then congress seeks to regu- 
late and control those matters of reg- 
ulation which under the constitution 
were not only denied to congress but 
were delegated to tho slates."
